The investigation continues into two im¬ 
provised explosive devices (lED) found in 
a stolen car Tuesday afternoon on Whjhe 
Avenue and 70 Street. 

According to a police release, a search 
of a vehicle reported stolen at about 3:40 
p.m. resulted in the discovery of one lED. 
The other was allegedly found on one of 
the two suspects in the vehicle. 

“There was one lED in the parking lot, 
they had already removed it from the 
car,” said Sgt. Grant Jongejan, an 
explosive disposal technician. “We dealt 
with it on the concrete where it was.” 

Jongejan would not give specific 
details on the explosive devices, stating 
that people can learn about them on the 
Internet but not from police, but he did 
say they were fairly small explosive 
devices. 

The explosive disposal team 
successfully neutralized the device using

a robot and specialized technicians. 

An Edmonton Police Service 
technician secured the second lED manu¬ 
ally. 

Jongejan said the average call volume 
for suspicious packages is about 50 to 60 
a year. Fifteen to 20 turn out to be lEDs. 

Police say at this time, it is not known 
who made the lEDs or what they were to 
be used for. 

Elrond Smith, 39, faces numerous 
charges, including possession of 
explosives, possession of prohibited 
firearms and possession of a restricted 
weapon. 

Heath Sliter, 35, was arrested on 
outstanding warrants.

Falling exports and higher 
trade deficits in Canada 
and the United States in 
June are sending a warning 
that the global recoveiy is 
slowing faster than policy¬ 
makers anticipated, accord¬ 
ing to analysts 
commenting yesterday on 
the latest trade figures. 

Canada’s monthly trade 
deficit came close to dou¬ 
bling to $1.13 billion dur¬ 
ing the month, as exports 
fell 2.5 per cent. 

Meanwhile, the U.S. 
recorded its worst trade 
month in almost two years, 
as the deficit ballooned 19 
per cent to $49.9 billion, 
and exports fell 1.3 per 
cent. 

Even China, counted on 
to lead the world out of the 
slump, reported Wednes¬ 
day that its industrial re¬ 
bound slowed further in 
July, after braking some¬ 
what in the previous three 
months.

“We’re not far from a 
stall,” Brian Bethune, chief 
economist for IHS Global 
Insight, said of the U.S. 
economy. 

“I don’t think we have 
the ingredients that would 
normally accompany a 
double-dip, but certainly 
we are getting into stall 
speed.” 

Bethune said it was high¬ 
ly unlikely Canada could 
avoid getting broadsided if 
there is a sharp slowdown 
in the U.S., where about 
three-quarters of Canadian 
exports wind up. 

Bank of Montreal econo¬ 
mist Douglas Porter called 
the U.S. economy the more 
concerning of the two be¬ 
cause of its potential to im¬ 
pact the global recoveiy 
and Canadian exports, but 
cautioned that Canada’s do¬ 
mestic economy is also 
showing signs of stress.

Savage’s work. 

Flanimals’s quirky 

charm has spawned a se¬ 
ries of sequels and the 
concept is being adapted 
into a Holl 5 ^ood movie, 
according to Gervais’ web¬ 
site. 

The comic is best 
known as the co-creator 
and star of the British ver¬ 
sion of The Office, which 
later was successfully 
adapted as an NBC come¬ 
dy.

Paige Adams-Geller has a 
surprising message for 
fans of her eponymous 
denim line: Thin isn’t nec¬ 
essarily in. 

The L.A.-based former 
model and pageant queen 
says she spent years bat¬ 
tling anorexia to fit the in¬ 
dustry standard, but it 
was only after she recov¬ 
ered to a healthy weight 
that her career took off. 

“When I went to treat¬ 
ment (for anorexia), I 
gained weight quickly, 
and it was a very scary 
feeling because you don’t 
know when it’s going to 
stop,” she recalls. 

“But that’s when I met 
the guys from Lucky 
Brand Jeans, who told me 
I had the perfect propor¬ 
tions for their line. And it 
was such an unusual feel¬ 
ing to be rewarded for be¬ 
ing fuller and more 
curvy.” 

As a size 6, Adams- 
Geller’s curves filled out 
the jeans much better 
than her size 0 counter¬ 
parts. In fact, she looked 
so good in denim that she 
quickly became the most 
sought after fit model in a 
town of tiny tushes.

them feel great and look 
great was a new experi¬ 
ence for me,” she says.

With years of experi¬ 
ence under her custom 


leather belt, Adams-Geller 
managed to incorporate 
all she’d learned into a sci¬ 
ence: The science of fit. 

By 2005, the newly 
minted designer debuted 
Paige Denim to a public 
ravenous for proper-fit¬ 
ting jeans. A book and a 
website specifically de¬ 
signed to match body type 
to the right cut followed 
soon after. 

“I think that fit never 
goes out of style no mat¬ 
ter what you’re doing in a 
line. I could do denim, 
non-denim, jackets, 
gowns, and to find a great¬ 
fitting article of clothing 
is the most important 
thing,” she says. 

While her brand has 
taken off amongst young 
Holl 5 ^ood celebrities, 
Adams-Geller wants her 
clients to know that her 
jeans are meant to fit 
everyone. She even 
makes a point of sending 
models back to their agen¬ 
cies if they’re too skinny. 

“You’re supposed to fill 
out jeans, you’re not sup¬ 
posed to have a saggy 
butt!” she says with a 
laugh. “So it’s been inter¬ 
esting tiying to get that 
message out there while 
finding a hip, cool model 
that’s not plus size but 
looks great in the jeans.”

Perfecting the fit 


First thing's first: Stop ob¬ 
sessing over the number 
sewn into your pants. 
“People can be fixated on 
sizes and there’s no set 
standard in the industry 
for what a size is," designer 
Paige Adams-Geller advis¬ 
es. “So if you put 
something on that you 
think is your size and it’s 
too small, all of a sudden 
the tape starts running in 
your head: ‘Oh my god, did 


I gain weight?’ And you 
start freaking out that 
maybe you shouldn’t be 
trying on jeans that day." 
Instead, ignore the double 
digits and focus on how 
the pants look on your 
body. 

► Crack is wack: Ladies and 
gentlemen, have a seat. “I 
think that one of the 
biggest mistake people 
make is to not do the sit- 
down test. Put a pair of 
jeans on in the dressing 


room and maybe they look 
fabulous standing in them, 
and then they sit down and 
they have the butt 
cleavage. And I always say 
no to crack." 

► Loose Cannon: On the oth¬ 
er hand, too much give 
isn't good either. “Many 
times women will buy 
jeans that are too loose. 
Most jeans will tend to 
grow a bit, so you need to 
walk around in them, bend, 
flex, because the jean 


might grow half a size and 
you don't want your it to 
look dumpy if it's a tight 
style." 

► Know your stuff: A basic 
idea of what you're looking 
for can make all the differ¬ 
ence, says Adams-Geller.

It starts with gloss and pol¬ 
ish, then it’s mascara and 
eyeliner. 

To parents, it might 
seem as if their girls are 
wearing makeup over¬ 
night, but sales figures 
show that it’s a steady pro¬ 
gression from essentially 
toddlers to teens — with a 
surge of interest during the 
tween years. 

But engagement with 
colour cosmetics is waning 
among young women, age 
18 and up, according to 
market research firm The 
NPD Group. 

Young girls are becom¬ 
ing exposed to beauty rou¬ 
tines earlier on — 
especially with all the 
mother-daughter bonding 
that’s going on at nail sa¬ 
lons and spa birthday par¬ 
ties — but that excitement 
might be wearing off by the 
time older girls are estab¬ 
lishing their own regimen, 
observes NPD beauty-indus- 
tiy analyst Karen Grant. 

Overall, girls in the 13- 
to 17-year-old range still 
use more makeup than 
their younger sisters, but 
the percentage of the high 
schoolers using makeup 
now is less than it was a 
few years ago, while the 
percentage of elementaiy 
and middle-school girls is 
higher. 

By age 18, these young 
women are looking to keep 
their skin healthy and en¬ 
hance their appearance 
with a handful of tried-and- 
true cosmetics. Grant ex¬ 
plains, but their 
experimental phase is 
largely over. 


I Tips for teens 



Someone definitely needs 
to tell girls not to try to 
look too old too fast, says 
Eva Chen, beauty and 
health director at Teen 
Vogue. “Teenagers have 
this glow, this beauty, that 
adults try to reproduce. 
They are very lucky to

Among eight- to 12- 
year-olds, 18 per cent 
are wearing mascara 
on a regular basis; 47 
per cent of 13- to 17- 
year-olds and 56 per 
cent by age 18, accord¬ 
ing to Grant. 

Compared to 2007 lev¬ 
els, that is an eight per 
cent increase in usage 
of mascara by tweens, 
while lipstick had a 
five per cent increase. 

“You’ve got girls asking, 
‘Do I really need this?”’ says 
Grant. “Maybe it’s not that 
exciting an 5 miore because 
they’ve been using it since 
they were younger.” 

Eva Ghen, beauty and 
health director at Teen 
Vogue, agrees that there’s 
the excitement factor that 
comes with literally the 
first blush of beauty prod¬ 
ucts — but that can get old. 

“A lot of tween girls 
think makeup is really ex¬ 
citing to them when they 
first start to wear it because 
it’s probably something 
they haven’t been allowed 
to do . . . About 13 or 14, 
they feel like they’re over 
lip gloss. They still wear it, 
but that’s when they want 
to transition into mascara, 
but that’s one more step for 
parents to accept.” 

Lip products is the most 
used cosmetic categoiy 
across all ages, says Grant, 
with younger girls using 
balm, tweens and teens us¬ 
ing gloss.

“The message is to be 
careful about nature,” she 
said by telephone from Mi¬ 
lan, Italy. “Just to take care 
more about nature.... 1 un¬ 
derstand that it could be 
shocking to see and to look 
in this way these images." 

The spread, featuring 
Kristen McMenamy, is ti¬ 
tled “Water & Oil" and was 
shot in Los Angeles by a 
leading fashion photogra¬ 
pher, Steven Meisel. In an¬ 
other of the photos, the 
grey-haired McMenamy is 
covered in oil, spitting up 
water while clutching her 
neck. 

“They are teasing BP. It 
doesn’t offend me,” said 
Lauren Crappel of Houma, 
La., as she slathered sun¬ 
screen on a child while un¬ 
packing her car in a 
Pensacola Beach parking 
lot. 

Virginia Contreras of 


Navarre, Fla., said the pho¬ 
tos were making light of 
the disaster. “I think they 
are making light of the oil 
spill. Eveiyone isn’t going 
to the beaches and people 
have lost their jobs here be¬ 
cause of the oil,” she said. 

Sozzani said the shoot re¬ 
fleas tlie magazine’s effort 
to “find an idea that comes 
from real life. ... There is 
nothing political. There is 
nothing social. It’s only vi¬ 
sually. We gave a message 
but in a visual way.” 

Some bloggers weren’t 
pleased. Dodai Stewart, 
deputy editor of Jezebel, 
called the spread inappro¬ 
priate. 

“I didn’t feel it made a 
statement.” she said in an 
interview. “I felt that they 
used the oil spill as a back¬ 
drop. There was one picture 
that had feathers. ... What 
makes a stronger statement 
about oil-slicked birds is an 
oil-slicked bird.”

O Swiss challenger stands toe-to- 
toe with Nadal through the first set 


Rafael Nadal stood out un¬ 
der overcast skies with a 
fluorescent pink shirt and a 
headband that glowed un¬ 
der the lights, but the 
world's top-ranked tennis 
player had to work hard to 
distinguish himself against 
his first opponent at the 
Rogers Cup on Wednesday 
night. 

The 24-year-old wrestled 
through a marathon first 
set tiebreak before he was 
finally able to shake Swiss 
challenger Stanislas 

Wawrinka with a 7-6 (12), 6-

Nadal arrived in Toronto 
in the midst of a season he 
aptly described as being 
“more than a dream,” hav¬ 
ing acquired the French 
Open and Wimbledon titles 
among five tournament vic¬ 
tories on the ATP World 
Tour. 

He proclaimed himself 
to be in fine physical fit¬ 
ness, with no concern for 
his meddlesome knees as 
he sought to recapture a ti¬ 
tle he last won two years 
ago. Nadal has twice won 
the Canadian event, having 
defeated none other than 
Andre Agassi for his first ti¬ 
tle in 2005. 

Wawrinka had already 
played on centre court this 
week, having ousted Cana¬ 
dian hopeful Frank Dance- 
vic in straight sets on 
Tuesday night. And it 
seemed like he never want¬ 
ed to leave last night.
